“It was ten yeafs ago. I lived with 
my wife and youngsters in the Rue 
Gentil, near the Social Center you have 
visited. Oh, that Center! 

“I was unhappy at home. The drink

shop had caught me. I had decided to 
jump into the canal. -I left the factory 
early, at five—it was December—and had 
gone home. I scratched something, leav- 
ing the paper on the table for my wife, 
and was out again. It was not far to 
the canal. I took the tram, a matter 
of twenty minutes. I was determined. 
At the next stop a man got in. He sat 
down opposite me, large, lean, aged, 
bent, with the moustache of an officer, 
a cape somewhat faded on his shoulders, 
a face like Francis d’Assisi, and eyes 
kind, kind! . For a quarter of an hour 
he looked at me there, nothing more. 
It was impossible to face this look, 
which rained on me as a gentle, pene- 
trating light. Nothing more, not a word. 
Just that look! I recall that his black 
hat was reversed, the ribbon bow on the 
wrong side, 

“I was strangely tormented. All of 
a sudden the conductor said, ‘End of the 
line! Aren’t you going to get out?’ So 
I emerged into the rain and the night. 
The man had disappeared. I walked on, 
on, as if crazy, bent and bracing myself 
against the rain. That man’s look 
seemed to follow me. In a field of sugar 
beets, stood a church like a cold shadow. 
It was too compelling and I stepped in, 
Hardly in than I sank on my knees on 
the stone floor. I wept at the thought 
of that light, the look of that unknown 
man. The canal never saw me, for I 
returned home. That night I shall long 
remember. I tried to sleep, but in vain. 

“Then I tried to find the man. I sought 
him eight days. One night, the great 
light of those two eyes, I cannot tell 
you how, fastened itself on the wall as 
a luminous cross. It did not last long, 
no, but it was there, and I wept anew. 

“I continued my search. I said, ‘Have 
you seen such a one with cape and gray 
moustaches?’ Always, ‘No!’ 

“One day I found him. It was Monday 
evening, in the Rue Pierre-Bonte. Yes, 
it was he. Out in the rain, at eight p.m., 
with a great spread of his arms as of a 
cross, he was inviting passers-by to 
enter. At the end of the court was the 
Social Center. One entered a large, 
lighted hall. Light again! I buried my- 
self far back on the left side. 

“Oh, the hymns, the hymns! And 
then a man stepped up on the platform. 
My eyes were fixed on him. He spoke, 
he read the Gospel, he explained it. It 
was just for me, for candidates for 
suicide like myself. I wept, wept, and 
then broke into happy laughter because 
of this light, which I felt within me as 
a torrent of golden, warm joy. 

“After the meeting I threw niyself on 
him, the pastor. He looked at me. I 
told him all. Then he said simply, ‘Yes, 
I was praying for you in the streetcar. 
I prayed for you.’ 

“And that’s the way I became a Chris- 
tian.” 

Arnold Brémond adds: 

“I certify to you who read this that 
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this Norman used these words in the 
15th Arrondissement, Paris, on a fifth 
floor, as I was making colportage from 
door to door one Sund&y afternoon. 

“Light in darkness. A servant of God, 
united to Christ, simply fixed his eyes 
on a desperate one and snatched him 
from the grip of perdition. That’s what 
happened two thousand years ago in the 
history of man. Christmas is the anni- 
versary of the day th. which the face 
of God shone on humanity, bent on sui- 
cide. This task is incumbent on us all, 
daily in the election of grace, with eyes 
purified and hearts cleansed, to open on 
the world the floodgates of the light and 
love of God.” 





Prayer in a streetcar; prayer in a Bible 
class! Let me interject here an occur- 
rence in my own mother’s Bible class, 
of which I have today first heard. It 
comes from the Rev. Dr. James G. Gilkey, 
to whom it was reported by a New Eng- 
land woman reluctantly attending a 
church service out of deference to a 
friend. 

“The preacher was Dr. A. J. Gordon, 
and I remember distinctly that nothing 
he said impressed me at all. At the 
close of the service, I found I was 
expected to attend a class which his 
wife was teaching. I was somewhat 
bored by her opening remarks, and, 
after a minute or two, paid little 
attention to her. Then she prayed, and, 
during her prayer, the experience I am 
now trying to describe came to me. 


“All I can say about it is that it 


brought me a sudden, overwhelming and 
utterly unexpected sense of God’s real- 
ity and nearness. There were, of course, 
no physical manifestations of God’s pres- 
ence, nor were there any physical sen- 
sations on my part. What came was 
simply a sudden sense of a Presence— 
a Presence infinitely true and pure, ten- 
der and near. It broke through all my 
preconceived notions about God, and re- 
vealed itself to me in such power and 
beauty that even today—twenty-five 
years later—that moment stands out as 
the most vivid single.moment in my 
entire life. Never before have I spoken 
of the experience to anyone or tried to 
describe it in words. But there it is, 
the strongest religious influence I have 
ever known.” 





This testimony comes from the Journal

“With us in Belgium, descendants of 
the Reformation are not common.

She refused to be present 
at her sister’s marriage, my mother’s, 
because the grodm was a heretic and 
had denied his (Catholic) religion. My 
aunt believes that since my father is a 
Protestant, it is the right thing for me 
to be one also. But there is no com- 
mon ground. Each has his religion! 
Let each watch out!

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The Apostolic Testimony to the Incarnation 


The person and the purposes seen in this 
foundation truth of the Christian faith 


HE New Testament writers give 

important and instructing testi- 

mony concerning the incarnation of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. It is well for 
us at this season of the year to medi- 
tate again upon that testimony, and to 
look well to this foundation truth of our 
Christian faith. Let us consider the 
apostolic testimony in reference to the 
Person of the Incarnation and in refer- 
ence to the purposes of His incarnation. 


I. THe PERSON OF THE INCARNATION 


1. The New Testament writers testify 
that the One incarnated was, and is, God. 
The human name, the birth name, given 
to the incarnated One was “Jesus.” This 
name was given to Him before and at 
His birth, and is associated with His 
entrance as a man, by birth, into human 
histony. The angel said to Joseph, “And 
she shall bring forth [tikto, ‘give birth 
to’] a son, and thou shalt call his name 
JESUS” (Matt. 1:21). And this was 
done, for we read in Luke 2:21, “His 
name was called JESUS, which was so 
named of the angel before he was con- 
ceived in the womb.” But yet, in closest 
conjunction with this name given in 
His humanity and in connection with 
His birth is another which proclaims His 


deity. Immediately after recording the 
name “JESUS,” Matthew the apostle 
writes: “And they shall call his name 


Immanuel; which is, being interpreted, 
God with us” (Matt. 1:23, A.S.V.). And 
that, beloved Christian, is apostolic tes- 
timony of the very first page of New 
Testament. 

Luke also records details of the in- 
carnation of “JESUS,” and he, too, tes- 
tifies of His deity. He wrote: “Thou 
shalt ... bring forth [tikto, ‘give birth 
to as a mother’) a son, and shalt call 
his name JESUS” (Luke 1:31). The 
ink of that statement was scarcely dry 
before he wrote the Holy Spirit-inspired 
words of Elisabeth, who called “JESUS” 
“my Lord” (Luke 1:43). And that name 
is the same as the “Lorp” of the Old 
Testament theophanies. Luke again 
bears testimony to the deity of “JESUS” 
in his record of the words of the angel, 
spoken after the birth of the Saviour. 
“For there is born to you this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, who is 
Christ the Lord” (Luke 2:11, A.S.V.). 
It is crystal-clear testimony that 
“JESUS,” the incarnated One, was, and 
is, God. 

The Apostle Paul testified of the deity 
of Jesus when he wrote in Titus /2:13, 
“Looking for the blessed hope and ap- 
pearing of the glory of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ” (A.S.V.). 


The key position of the Incarnation 
in the Christian faith is seen in the 
use John makes of this truth as a 
test of true and false teachers: 
“Every spirit that confesseth that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 
of God: and every spirit that con- 
fesseth not that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh is not of God” (1 John 


4:2, 3). Dr. Arthur Petrie, a member / 


of the faculty of Simpson Bible Insti- 

tute, Seattle, calls attention, at this 

Christmas season, to two important 

aspects of the testimony of the apos- 

les to the coming of the “Son in 
the likeness of sinful flesh.” 








Someone has said that “the great God” 
is one person, and “our Saviour Jesus 
Christ” is anothér person; but this is 
not so. Apostolic testimony here is defi- 
nite and decisive, that Jesus Christ is 
“the great God.” “One article com- 
bines ‘God’ and ‘Saviour,’ which shows 
that both are predicated of one and the 
same Being. ‘Of Him who is at ‘once 
the great God and our Saviour.’” (Faus- 
set.) 

The Apostle John testifies that the in- 
carnated One is God. “And the Word 
became flesh, and dwelt among us (and 
we beheld his glory, glory as of the only 
begotten from the Father), full of grace 
and truth” (John 1:14, A.\S.V.). That 
statement is of itself enough to prove 
the deity of the “Word,” Jesus, but it 
is even more explicitly stated in verse 
1 of the same chapter: “In the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God.” 

The whole testimony of the apostolic 
Christians concerning Jesus, who was 
born of the Virgin Mary, is in truth 
summed up in the words of 1 Timothy 
3:16: “Confessedly great is the mystery 
of godliness: God was manifested in the 
flesh” (Gk., Textus Receptus). And John, 
the last of the apostolic writers, con- 
cerning Jesus leaves this with us: “This 
[One] is the true God, and eternal life” 
(1 John 5:20, Gr.). 

2. Apostolic testimony is that Jesus, 
the Incarnated One, was born of a vir- 
gin. That is not the teaching of the new 
“Interpreter’s Bible” nor of the Neo-the- 
ology; but it is the teaching of the New 
Testament writers. Matthew’s testimony 
in chapter 1:18-23 is sufficient for the 
Spirit-taught believer. It need not be 
written out here. Suffice it to say that 
Matthew calls “his mother Mary,” “the 
virgin” (Matt. 1:18, 23, A.S.V.). Luke 


also records what ‘the apostles taught 
and what the Christians of that age be-

lieved (Luke 1:26-38). In answer to 
the Virgin Mary’s question, “How shall 
this be, seeing I know not a man?” the 
angel declared: “The Holy Spirit shall 
come upon thee, and the power of the 
Most High shall overshadow _ thee: 
wherefore also the holy thing which is 
begotten shall be called the Son of God” 
(Luke 1:35, A.S.V.). That the Lord- 
Jehovah became man, being born of a 
virgin, is an incomprehensible mystery, 
but it is a mystery which’ the minister 
of Christ must hold: “Holding the mys- 
tery of the faith in a pure conscience” 
(1 Tim, 3:9), otherwise he has no right 
to be in the Christian .ministry. That 
the virgin birth of the Lord-Jehovah is 
a mystery is stated in the sixteenth verse 
of that same chapter: “Confessedly great 
is the mystery of godliness; God was 
manifested in the flesh” (Gk., Textus 
Receptus). We believe it, though it is 
beyond our powers of reason. John 
Dryden wrote: 

God thus asserted: man is to believe 

Beyond what Sense and Reason can con- 

ceive, 

And for mysterious things of faith rely 

On the proponent of Heaven's authority. 

3. Apostolic testimony declares that the 
incarnated One, Jesus of Nazareth, ex- 
isted before His incarnation, and that the 
nature of that existence was eternal, 
equal with the eternity of God. Writ- 
ing of this, Paul says: “Have this mind 
in you, which was also in Christ Jesus: 
who, existing in the form of God, 
counted not the being on an equality 
with God a thing to be grasped, but 
emptied himself, taking the form of a 
servant, being made in the likeness of 
men” (Phil. 2:5-7, A.S.V.). That is one 
of the most profound statements on the 
Incarnation and the nature of the in- 
carnated One ever written. The Church 
Father Novatian (A.D. 210-280), quot- 
ing Philippians 2:6+11, says: “From the 
proclamation by these higher matters of 
the divinity of Christ, Christ Jesus is 
shown to be Lord and God, which the 
heretics will not have” (Vol. V, p. 643). 
John the apostle testifies to the eternal 
pre-existence of the incarnated One in 
recording the words of that One: “Jesus 
said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Before Abraham was born, I am” 
(John 8:58, A.S.V.). He is the “I AM” 
of Exodus 3:14, the eternal One. “I am” 
is “the formula for absolute, timeless 
existence” (Vincent). The words of 2 
Corinthians 8:9 also declare the pre- 
existence of Jesus of Nazareth, and a 
glorious pre-existence, too! “For ye 
know the grace of éur Lord Jesus Christ, 
that, though he was rich, yet for your 


‘ 
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sakes he became ‘poor.” Only one ques- 
tion need be asked about that testimony 
to Christ, and that is, “When was He 
rich?” The words of John 17:5 give the 
answer: “the glory which I had with 
thee before the world was.” He was 
never “rich” in the days of His incar- 
nation here. John -uses another word 
in connection with the incarnation of 
Christ, and that word also indicates pre- 
existence of the incarnated One. The 
word is “manifested” (1 John 1:2; 3: 
5, 8). “The idea of manifestation here 
assumes the fact of a previous being” 
(Vincent). Such is the. apostolic testi- 
mony to the absolute deity of Jesus of 
Nazareth, whose incarnation we com- 
memorate at this season of the year. 
No one can know this truth concerning 
Jesus apart from the teaching of the 
Spirit: of God, for “no man can Say that 
Jesus is Lord, but by the Holy Ghost” 
(1 Cor. 12:3). 


II. THe PurRPOSES OF THE INCARNATION 


The purposes of the Incarnation are 
fully set forth in the apostolic testimony: 

1. Jesus was incarnated that He might 
die sacrificially. The writer of the Book 
of Hebrews states this, using the Lord’s 
own words. “Wherefore when he 
cometh into the world, he saith, Sacri- 
fice and offering thou wouldest not, but 
a body didst thou preparg for me; in 
whole burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hadst no pleasure: then said 
I, Lo, I am come (In the roll of the book 
it is written of me) to do thy will, O 
God” (Heb; 10:5-7, A.S.V.). And that 
“will” was His sacrificial death, as stated 
in verse 10 (A.S.V.): “By which will 
we have been sanctified through the 
offering of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all.” Yes, Jesus “was.made a 
little lower than the angels for the suf- 
fering of death ... that he by the grace 
of God should taste death for every man” 
(Heb, 2:9). 

2. Apostolic testimony states that the 
Incarnation was for the purpose of tak- 
ing away, bearing away, our sins. “And 
ye know that he was manifested to take 
away sins” (1 John 3:5, AS.V.). Every 
human being is “brought forth in in- 
iquity; and in sin” (Psa. 51:5, A.S.V.). 
We are “all _. . by nature children of 
wrath” (Eph. 2:3). In Jesus only “is no 
sin” (1 John 3:5). And He was “mani- 
fested” that He might by His sacrificial 
death take away our sins. Look, then, 
to Him! “Behold, the Lamb of God, 
that taketh away the sin of the world!” 
(John 1:29.) 

3, Apostolic testimony is that Jesus 
was incarnated to save sinners, “This 
is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners” (1 Tim. 1:15). 
Our Lord Himself said so: “For the 
Son of man came to seek and to save 
that which was lost” (Luke 19:10, 
AS.V.). This.is also the testimony of 
the Apostle Matthew, recorded on the 
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first page of the New Testament. “For 
it is he that shall save his people from 
their sins” (Matt. 1:21, A.S.V). He pro- 
vided for this in His Sacrificial death. 
“But now once at the end of the ages 
hath He been manifested to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself’ (Heb. 
9:26, A.S.V.). 


4. The words of Galatians 4:4 and 5 
reveal buying out and adoption as pur- 
poses of the incarnation of the Son of 
God. “But when the fulness of the time 
came, God sent forth his Son, born of 
a woman, born under the law, that he 
might redeem them that were under 
the law, that we might receive the adop- 
tion of sons.” Jesus was “born” that He 
might “buy out” (so the Gk.) of the 
power of sin and Satan us sinners, and 
confer upon us sonship. Look at that 
again. Bought out of bondage; set free: 
sonship conferred! What a Christmas 


* present and privilege! 


5. In 1 John 3:8 we are told that another 
purpose of the Incarnation was to de- 
stroy Satan’s works, “For this purpose 
the Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil.” 
The word “destroy,” used by John here, 
is one of great and far-reaching purpose. 
It means “to loosen,” “to dissolve.” It 
is the word used by the Lord concerning 
the woman “whom Satan had bound, 
lo, these eighteen years”: “ought not this 
woman ... to have been loosed from 
this bond?” (Luke 13:16, A.V.) And 
in loosing her the Lord was doing what 
He was “manifested” to do—loosen the 
works of the Devil, set one free from 
the Devil’s works. It is the word used 
by the Lord when Lazarus came out 
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of the tomb “bound . . . with grave- 
clothes.” You recall the Lord said, 
“Loose him, and let him go.” By sin 
Satan has a fast hold on sinners and 
this material world. Our Lord -was 
“manifested” to loosen that hold, and to 
dissolve the effects of all Satan’s “works” 
in this world, 

The word uSed in 1 John 3:8 looks far 
off in the divine plan and purpose of 
the Incarnation. It is the same word 
used in 2 Peter 3:10, 11, 12. There Peter 
writes that “the elements burning with 
fire shall be loosened” (Gk.). In verse 
11, he states that “these things are... 
all to be dissolved [loosened!.” And 
once more he says, “the heavens being 
on fire shall be dissolved [loosened|” 
(v. 12). All that is included in what 
John wrote in 1 John 3:8: “For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifected, 
that he might destroy [loosen, dissolve] 
the works of the devil.” A great pur- 
pose of the Incarnation is yet to be 
realized, and realized in creation. Joseph 
Seiss says of this word used by John 
in 1 John 3:8 and by Peter in 2 Peter 
3:10, 11, 12: “The teaching’ of the 
Scriptures is, that the creatioh is at 
present in a state of captivity, tied down, 
bound, and the dissolving of all these 
things is not the destruction .of them, 
but the breaking of their bonds, the 
loosing (John’s word in 1 John 3:8), the 
setting of them free again \to become 
what they were originally meant to be, 
their deliverance.” (“Revelation,” Vol. 
III, p. 373). May the Lord God hasten 
that day of loosing and deliverance for 
which “purpose” Jesus Christ was 
“manifested” (1 John 3:8; 2 Pet. 3:12).

“For unto us a child is born, unto us a son is given: and the govern- 
ment shall be upon his shoulder: and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prince 

of Peace” (Isa. 9:6). 


<<T55OR unto us a child is born, unto 

us a son is given.” This statement, 
to be found in the ninth chapter of 
Isaiah’s prophecy, is a part of the Chris- 
tian Gospel,. and it is familiar to all 
of us. *It has been made familiar by 
Handel’s “Messiah.” No one could lis- 
ten to this wonderful refrain ~without 
being deeply moved by it. Amid the 
darkness and despair there breaks forth 
suddenly this gleam of new hope. This 
statement is so rich in thought that one 
can only touch upon one aspect of it 
in the time at our disposal. 

We note, first of all, the element of 
prophecy here. Prophecy is an essen- 
tial part of God’s revelation to man, 
and here clearly foretold in the Old 
Testament is the coming of the Messiah, 
the Deliverer. The coming of the Son 


of God to this earth is prophesied. God 
gave this message to men of old. What 
comfort it brought to God’s ancient peo- 
ple! However dark and black things 


“might be for them at that time, this 


promise had-been given; and the prom- 
ise was renewed throughout the cen- 
turies; then, in the fullness of time, it 
was literally fulfilled. This aspect of it 
we must always bear in mind, 

But it also emphasizes some of the 
essential truths concerning our Chris- 
tian faith. I would’ remind you of this, 
in order that our thinking may be 
directed and controlled. Never has it 
been more necessary than today that 
we should discipline ourselves in this 
matter of thinking. It is so easy to allow 
the world to dictate our thoughts to us. 
But, if this Christian festival is to have 
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any true and real meaning for us, then 
our thinking must be clearly guided. 
Let me emphasize the words that are 
used in this statement, for each of them 
has its meaning and its deep and real 
significance. 

“For unto us a child is born.” ~“For” 
—that means that certain things are 
going to happen. Because of this fact, 
as is not unusual in Scripture, results 
are given, and here are some of the 
results of that coming of the Son of 
God into the world. “The people that 
walked in darkness have seen a great 
light.” An increase of joy. “They joy 
before thee according to the joy in har- 
vest, and as men rejoice when they 
divide the spoil. For thou hast broken 
the yoke of his burden, and the staff 
of his shoulder, the rod of his oppressor.” 

Suddenly the light comes, and hope is 
born: their entire condition is going to 
be changed. The rod of their oppressors 
is going to be destroyed: they are go- 
ing to be set at liberty. From being 
forlorn and unhappy, they are going to 
be filled with joy, exceeding joy. What 
has made the difference? What is it that 
has brought about this change in the 
condition of this people? Here is the 
answer. “For unto us a child is born.” 
That is the explanation. It is to be 
found in the coming of this Child. It 
simply means this, that any benefits 
that mankind has ever enjoyed, or en- 
joys today, or ever will enjoy, comes 
because of the advent of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as a babe to this world. He is 
always the explanation of everything. 
It is by Him that all things consist. 
Every blessing that we enjoy comes to 
us from our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 


No Knowledge of God Apart From Christ 


There is no explanation of the glory, 
and the blessing, and the peace, and the 
joy that we find in Scripture, apart from 
Him. He is the channel of God’s bless- 
ing. “It pleased the Father that in him 
should all fulmess dwell” (Col. 1:19). I 
wonder if we realize that. I wonder if 
we realize that everything we enjoy 
comes to us through Jesus Christ. We 
tend to think that forgiveness comes to 
us directly from God. But that is an 
unscriptural conception. “There is .. . 
one mediator between God and men, 
the man Christ Jesus” (1 Tim. 2:5). We 
have no knowledge of God apart from 
Him. We have no access to God but 
through Him. The gulf between God 
and ourselves is unbridgeable apart 
from Him. * 

“For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given.” “Child” and “son.” 
Here again there is very rich and pro- 
found teaching. You notice that all the 
blessings we enjoy come to us because 
of a person. How much that, again, 


needs to be emphasized. We do not- 
worship a principle: we do not worship 
an idea, or a concept, or a thought, or a 
theory. 


The specific thing about the 
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Christian message is that it all depends 
upon a person. 

Now it is very easy to think of the 
blessings of Christianity in an imper- 
sonal manner. How ready people are 
to talk about the spirit of friendship, 
and the spirit of good will, and the spirit 
of, brotherhood, as if the Christian mes- 
Sage had got hold of a certain principle! 
So often these ideas and theories are 
presented quite apart from the person 
Himself. Christianity is not only per- 
sonal, but it all centers round the per- 
son of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. He is the One in whom every- 
thing centers, in whom all blessings are 
to be found. 


Faith Founded on Facts 

We are not only reminded of the per- 
sonal element, but also of the historical 
element. We must emphasize this again 
and again. Our faith is dependent upon 
historical facts and events: We do not 
preach ideas and theories: we preach 
historic facts. We preach that at a given 
point in history this Babe was born. 
The whole of our faith rests/upon this 
fact: that at a given point in time, the 
Son of God came out of eternity into 
time; He entered into the world; He 
took upon Himself human nature. He 
was literally born into this world: He 
had a birthday, as we all have. We rest 
our faith upon that wonderful event in 
history. Gbd sent forth His Son into the 
world for us men and for our salvation. 

Think of the wonder of our blessed 
Lord’s person. The One whom we wor- 
ship and adore came into this world as 
a child, a child born of a virgin, hav- 
ing flesh and blood, possessing a real 
body, a child who grew in wisdom and 
stature, a boy who argued with the doc- 
tors in the Temple, a young man who 
worked with His hands at the carpenter's 
bench. He came as a child: but that 
is not all. He came as a Son, the only 
begotten Son of God. Of course, that 
is the great theme of Scripture. He is 
everywhere referred to as the only be- 
gotten Son of God. The prophet is here 
referring to the One who is to come. 
He is God and man. Oh, the mystery 
of it! One person, but two natures. 
Truly God and truly man, yet one per- 
son. { 

“Unto us a son is given.” “The Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt among us” 
(John 1:14). We are reminded here that 
our salvation is in Him, in this blessed 
Son of God. We derive all our spiritual 
blessings from Him. Paul says: “But 
of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us wisdom, and right- 
eousness, and sanctification, and redemp- 
tion” (1 Cor, 1:30). It is He Himself 
who is made all these things to us. We 
are saved, not by doctrine: we are saved 
not even by teaching: we are saved by 
the person of the Son of God. Of course, 


- doctrine is essential and vital. The 


creed defines what we believe, and we 
need definition. But we must not stop 
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at doctrine, and be content merely with 
repeating the creed. 

It is not enough that I give intellec- 
tual assent to the truth. What really 
saves me is that I am incorporated into 
Him. Is not this the teaching of Scrip- 
ture? “As in Adam all die” (1 Cor. 
15:22). When Adam sinned, we sinned 
with him. “Even so in Christ shall all 
be made alive.” All who believe in Him 
are in Christ. In other words, we are 
not saved by any teaching about Christ; 
we are saved by Him, by a person. We 
have died to Him; died to sin; died to 
the Law. We have risen again with 
Him; we are seated with Him in the 
heavenly places. Jesus Christ did not 
come into the world merely, to tell us 
things about God; He did not come 
merely to tell us that God was ready 
to forgive sin. That truth had been 
declared by the prophets of old. He 
came to make us wise unto salva- 
tion. He Himself is the Saviour of 
men. He Himself bore our sins in His 
own body on the tree, that we might 
be reconciled to God. It was He who 
was madé sin by God. God was in 
Christ reconciling the world unto Him- 
self. He is the firstborn among many 
brethren. It is only as we are in per- 
sonal relationship to Him, it is only as 
we know Him as our personal Saviour 
and Redeemer, as we are incorporated 
into Him, made members of His mystical 
body, that we are reconciled to God and 
become children of God, and heirs of 
everlasting. life. 


The Characteristic Word About God 


“For unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given.” What a blessed word is 
that word “given”! “God so loved the 
world, that he gave...” It is the char- 
acteristic word about God. The world 
does not give; it takes. It may seem 
te be giving, but it is really taking from 
us. It is God alone who gives. Were 
it not that God gives, where would we 
be? He. is the God of all grace, and 
grace means unmerited favor. Giving 
to us though we do not deserve to re- 
ceive; giving in spite of our sin, and in 
spite of our rebellion, and arrogance. 
He “loved me, and gave himself for me.” 
It is the whole foundation of our faith, 
that God has given His Son. And He 
came from Heaven to earth that He 
might redeem and rescue us. 

The richest of God’s graces are to be 
found in our Lord Jesus Christ. In Him 
are all the treasures of God’s wisdom 
and grace. John was able to say, “And 
of his fulness have all we received, and 
grace for grace” (John 1:16). God in 
giving us His Son has given us every- 
thing. We can rective nothing from 
God -except in and through the Lord 
Jesus Christ. If we hold on to nothing 
else, I trust we shall hold on to this. I 
say it with reverence, and with the 
authority of the Scriptures. God blesses 
men only in and through Jesus Christ. 
There is no direct access to God except 
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through Him. God has decreed .and 
appointed that every benefit and bless- 
ing we can ever receive from Him must 
come through His Son. He is the only 
way from God to man, and from man 
to God. God in giving Him has given 
us every blessing that we need. Do you 
need pardon and forgiveness? It is to 
be found in Christ. Do you need spir- 
itual life? You get it only in Him. Do 
you long for peace and joy of heart? 
It is only in Christ that you may know 
peace and joy. 

“Unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given.” I have sought to point 
out to you what is the fullness of God 
in Christ. I have reminded you that in 
Him is to be found grace, and love, and 
mercy, and every blessing that we need. 
But these things will be of no benefit 
to us unless we accept them. “But as 
many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name” (John 
1:12). The vital question for you to 
answer is this. Has the Child, the Son, 
come to you? Have you received Him? 
Is He your Saviour and your Lord? 
Someone may send you a gift, but un- 
less you are prepared to accept it, it 
can be of no worth to you. 

When, at the end of the American 
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Civil War, the freedom for the slaves 
Was announced,.some of those who had 
been in bondage did not appreciate the 
good news; and though the enactment 
had gone forth giving liberty to the 
slaves, they still remained in fetters. Is 
not that the tragedy of the world today? 
God has given to the world all that it 
needs in the gift of His only begotten 
Son: and yet men and women today are 
longing for peace, and joy, for deliver- 
ance from their besetting sins, and they 
are working and striving for these 
things. And still they do not realize 
that they are all to be found in Christ. 
But this gift of God must be accepted. 
We must be able to say, “Unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given.” 
We must be able to say with the Apostle 
Paul, “who loved me, and gave himself 
for me.” God has sent His Son into the 
world. Have you received the gift? Do 
you realize the relevance to you, in your 
personal life, of what God did nearly 
two thousand years ago? Do you real- 
ize that He sent His Son from Heaven 
to earth for you, to die for you, to live 
for you, that you might be reconciled to 
God? Can you say from the depths of 
your being: “Thanks be unto God for his 
unspeakable gift”? (2 Cor. 9:15.)

Are you “a sweet savour of Christ’? 


HE sweetest smell of Christmas is 

the fragrance of the fir tree. Whether 
you drive over snowy roads to where 
the trees stand green against the snow, 
or whether you buy one of the thou- 
sands of Christmas trees that travel from 
the west coast to your town or city, you 
will probably choose a balsam fir, be- 
cause its needles are smooth and flat 
and don’t fall quickly after the tree has 
been cut. As soon as the green balsam 
stands in a corner of the living room, 
long before it is dressed in its glittering 
finery, the tree’s clean fragrance will 
fill the house. To many of us the sweet 
smell of the balsam, which comes from 
the thick deposits of resin in the bark, 
is part of the joy of Christmas. 

The perfume of trees played a part 
in the first Christmas. When the Wise 
Men from the East came to visit the 
infant Jesus, they brought gifts of myrrh 
and frankincense. The myrrh was a 
resinous tree resembling the thorny 
acacia. When the sap was rising, in- 
cisions were made in the bark and the 
substance caught in a vessel. This odor- 
ous resin hardened and was pounded 
into powder to make a base for oint- 
ment. Frankincense, too, was a vegé- 
table resin, and came from trees which 
grew in Arabia and the Indian Archi- 
pelago.. It was brittle, glittering, white, 
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with a pungent odor, and used for fumi- 
gating and in ointment. 

Perhaps the Wise Men knew that when 
the high priest of the Jews entered the 
Holiest he had to go by way of the altar 
of incense, and carry with him the censer 
so that he would be obscured in sweet- 
smelling clouds. Did they know the 
incense they laid at the Child’s feet 
typified the work He would do? Did 
they understand that the fragrance of 
the work of Christ would ascend con- 
stantly before God? 

There is no need for the altar and the 
censer and the high priest. now, be- 
cause we have the Lord Jesus Christ 
—the antitype. “Christ also hath loved 
us, and hath given himself for us an 
offering and a sacrifice to God for a 
sweetsmelling savour,” we read in Ephe- 
sians 5:2. We have access to God. by 
the “new and living way,” but we must 
come to Him to worship with self eb- 
scured in the sweet-smelling clouds of 
Christ. 

To Christ we can say, “Thy name is 
as ointment poured forth” (Song-of Sol. 
1:3); and when we “take the name of 
Jesus with” us, as the hymn says, we 
become a “sweet savour of Christ” (2 
Cor. 2:15). 

The green balsam fills the house with 
the refreshing fragrance of the great 
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forests from which it has come, and the 
air seems cleaner and sweeter because 
of its presence. Christians, carrying 
with them the sweet savor of Christ, 
should be like that. Their presence 
should stay the evil thought, still the 
filthy tongue. If someone is eating pep- 
permint, we detect the odor immediately. 
It has been said that Christians should 
be like peppermints—recognized at once! 

Several years ago we went on trek 
to a village in the heart of Africa. As 
we came down the moon-silvered road- 
way that evening to join with the Chris- 
tians in Bible reading, we noticed a 
delightful fragrance. We asked what it 
was, and were told that the perfume 
came from the lemon eucalyptus trees. 

That village had been a place of dirt 
and filth, with corncobs thrown about 
the unkempt huts, pigs and dogs running 
in and out. But one day a change took 
place in the hearts and then in the lives 
of the people who lived there. At the 
mission they heard about the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and many of them accepted Him 
as Saviour. When they came. back to 
their village they built new huts and 
cleaned the pathways, and they planted 
two rows of eucalyptus trees. The 
natives became a “sweet savour” of 
Christ to God, and their clean village 
with its lemony fragrance was a sweet 
savor and testimony of Christ to the 
surrounding villages. 

“For we are unto God a sweet savour 
of Christ,” says Paul to the Corinthians. 
To the saved we are a savor of life 
unto life, and to them that perish the 
savor of death unto death. Have you 
ever had someone come up to you and 
say: “Are you a Christian? You look 
like one!” That means he has recog- 
nized the fragrance of Christ in you! 
._This Christmas, as we hear the name 
of Jesus again and again, may it be to 
us “as ointment poured forth” upon us, 
and may we take that sweet fragrance 
with us wherever we go! 

“Walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved us, and hath given himself for us 
an offering and a sacrifice to God for 
a sweetsmelling savour” (Eph, 5:2). “For 
we are unto God a sweet savour of 
Christ” (2 Cor. 2:15).

A Narrow Escape Along the Upper Amazon

HE “patron” (landowner) of the 
Chikais area had forbidden a large 
percentage of the people to come to 
school. I thought it important that I 
see him to clarify his misunderstandings. 
The next morning after arriving in Naz- 
areth in one of our JAARS planes, a 
good friend of mine came to my house, 
and as he was going downstream in a 
large canoe and motor, offered to take 
me. The man had been traveling this 
river for many years, so I felt safe. I 
even forgot to take off my heavy boots. 
However, when we were passing one 
of the first rapids, we got sucked in a 
little too far. A wave went over the 
motor and it died. We knew then that 
our paddles would not get us out of 
danger. Daniel, a faithful Aguaruna 
Christian, took the lead and passed the 
order to man the paddles and make to 
the right as much as we could before 
we hit the rapids. Before we went into 
the rapids, I grabbed my waterproof 
duffel bag, determined never to let go 
of it. It ‘would be my lifesaver. The 
canoe dived at about a thirty-degree 
angle and disappeared, and then hit a 
big rock under the water. I was still 
standing in it, in water almost to my 
neck, when it slid over the rock. Then 
the canoe began to roll, and every man 
was on his own. 

The canoe came up _ upside-down. 
Everyone was close enough to get on it 
but me. I had my heavy boots on and 
couldn’t swim, but the laces were rot- 
ten and I was able to break the laces 
and get them off easily. The water was 
still plenty rough and I couldn’t make 
the canoe. Danie] gavé me all the help 
he could, and since the canoe had a 
long rope, he was able, after several

tries, to throw me the rope, and I made 
the canoe before we hit the next rapids. 

Getting back on the canoe I noticed 
that the two Aguarunas still had paddles 
which they were using, trying to miss 
the next rapids. One of the “firsts” is 
not to let the paddles go. With a paddle, 
one can continue going downstream 
through the worst of the rapids for 
many hours. We came close enough to 
the shore at one point, and two Agua- 
runas with the rope jumped and caught 
a limb of a tree. However, they couldn’t 
get the rope tied, and, after hanging on 
to the tree and the rope for a few sec- 
onds, had to let us continue on our 
journey. 

Here we lost- our paddles and our 
guides. The current took us out to about 
the middle of the river, but we missed 
the worst part of the next rapids. A 
couple of Aguarunas a half mile or so 
downstream had heard our canoe crack 
down the middle when we-hit that rock. 
and although théy live quite a distance 
from the river they ran down and hooked 
on to us, and, after about a ten-minute 
struggle, we were able to dodge another 
couple of bad spots in the river and 
make the opposite shore. I was so weak 
I could hardly stand up. I never did 
See anything more of my baggage ex- 
cept a few things including a poncho, 
mosquito net, a change of clothes, and 
a pair of tennis shoes. We finished the 
journey in’ our own little canoe, which 
two Aguarunas paddled down for our 
return trip. 

The diet of yucca almost finished me 
at first, but everyone was good to me 
and tried to hunt the nuts and fruits 
that I learned to like best. We were 
able to make arrangements for the 
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school easily, and we expect a full house 
(seventy students) if~the landowner 
does not go back on his word to let the 
Indians come. On April 10 I made plans 
to return by canoe to Nazareth to get 
the other two schools started. 

On April 12 we started by canoe. The 
morning of April 13 it began to rain, 
but we continued in a downpour. How- 
ever, by noon the river had swollen so 
that our guides said they could not pass 
the next rapids and that the best way 
would be to walk overland up the 
Wawik and down the Imasa rivers. 

By this time I was beginning to learn 
a little more about the Aguaruna cus- 
toms. They usualfy go to bed at sun- 
down and get up between one and two 
in the morning. However, when a vis- 
itor comes, they sit around the fire and 
talk until about ten in the evening, but 
still waken about two ip’ the morning. 
Well I remember one of the first nights. 
I bought a chicken to be cooked the next 
morning for breakfast and for a lunch on 
the trail. I went to bed early, but 
couldn’t sleep until the talking died 
down, about ten. Even after that, I 
slept in fits because the ground was 
pretty hard and I was none too warm, 
even with my clothes on. About every 
hour someone stoked the fire. Then, 
about two o’clock, the man of the house 
gave a terrific shout; his wife moaned. 
He told her to get up and cook that 
chicken. She got up, went out to the 
pen, and Killed the chicken, pluckéed 
and cleaned it, and put it on to boil. 
By this time everyone was visiting 
again. At about five-thirty, when I got 
up, the chicken was cooked and tie 
soup made, but it was cold, so I had 
cold soup. I felt as though I hadn't 
slept a wink. 

After a half day of climbing the 
ridges, I had a headache and figured it 
was far enough for me. About this 
time we stopped and had that chicken 
and it gave me new strength, and we 
were able to reach a sleeping place 
about two hours before dark. How- 
ever, the whole household was drunk. 
We could make the next house if we 
hustled along. I didn’t think I could 
walk another step, but decided the only 
thing was to try. Half of the drunks 
decided to come along. We made it 
just after dark. 

Next day we were wading the Wawik 
a good part of the time. The water was 
high, and we were having a tough time. 
Little did I know that the trip would 
be stretched into sixteen days. About 
this time a rain storm hit, and we were 
almost stranded, but were able to swim 
the river to an abandoned house to await 
better weather. Finally the Wawil 
dwindled into a stream a yard wide and, 
after hiking over the ridge, we picke: 
up another stream and started down 
This was the headwaters of the Imasa 
During one of the first days gojng up

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 

Approach to the Lesson 
"Tes joining of a passage from the 

Psalms with the Christmas story 

has resulted in putting only a few 
verses of Psalm 148 into the printed por- 
tion. But it will never do to break up 
this Psalm. In thought and structure it 
is an organic whole, and it must be 
studied in its entirety. 

Like the others of this group of five, 
which constitute a great final doxology, 
Psalm 148 opens and closes with “Halle- 
lujah” (“Praise ye the Lord”). Between 
these two Hallelujahs, it is in two dis- 
tinct parts. The first part opens with a 
call for praises to ring forth from the 
heavens (v. 1). Then follows a list of 
the heavenly beings and objects to take 
part in the praises (vs. 1-4). After that 
come the reasons for such offering of 
praise—God’s work in creation and pres- 
ervation (vs. 5, 6). 

The second part begins with a call to 
the earth to take up the refrain (v. 7), 
and proceeds t6 a roll call of earth, its 
objects and intelligent beings (vs, 7-12). 
As in part one, this is followed by rea- 
sons for this mighty chorus of praise— 
the excellence of God, as seen especially 
in His work of grace (vs. 13, 14). 

Look, then, at the remarkable struc- 
ture. . 

Hallelujah! 
1. Call to the heavens 
Roll call of the heavens—going 
from intelligent creatures to inani- 
mate objects. 
Reasons for praise—creation and 
providence, 


2. Call to earth 
Roll call. of the earth—going from 
inanimate objects to intelligent crea- 
tures, 
Reasons for praise—grace. 
Hallelujah! 

Surely here is material for an excel- 
lent anthem. But we can sing it in our 
hearts, even if nobody provides a musi- 
cal score for us. 


Verse by Verse 

Psalm 148:1.—“Praise ye the Lord... 
from the heavens . . . in the heights.” 
The opening phrase is, simply, Hallelu- 
jah! The second phrase indicates the 
sphere of praise. / Compare verse 7. 

Verse 2.—‘“. . . all his angels ... all 
his hosts.” “Angels” and “hosts” refer 
to the heavenly intelligences, spirit be- 
ings of a high order who serve God ac- 
cording to their ranks. 

Verse 3.—“. . . sun and moon... 
stars of light.” Next come the heavenly 
bodies, inanimate, but praising their 
Creator by the orderly fulfillment of 
their appointed functions, so showing 
forth His might and wisdom. 

Verses 4-10.—These verses complete 
the section on praise from the heavens 
(vs. 4-6), and begin the section on praise 
from the earth (vs, 7-10). 

Verse 11.—“Kings princes F 
judges . . .” Here human intelligences 
are called to join the praise, as were 
heavenly intelligences in verse 2. All 
ranks are included in the sacred duty. 

Verse 12.—“. young men .. 
maidens; old men .. . children.” Not 
only all ranks but all ages, irrespective 
of sex, must take part in the universal 
anthem, for God’s goodness is to all. 


Verse 13.~“. . . his name alone is ex- 
cellent; his.glory is above the earth and 
heaven.” The name of the Lord is ex- 
cellent because He Himself is excellent, 
in all perfections and glories, Earth and 
Heaven are both commanded to praise 
Him, because He is high above both, in 
the glory that excels. 


Verse 14—While this verse is not in 
the lesson, it ought to be noted as show- 
ing how this most excellent God over 
ail has His own people whom He has 
brought nigh to Himself. If this could 
be said of the nation Israel, in how much 
greater sense can it be said of all who 
are “in Christ”! 

Matt. 1:18.—“, .. When ... Mary was 
espoused to Joseph . . . she was found 
with child of the Holy. Ghost.” An 
espousal was: as binding as actual mar- 
riage in Israel, unfaithfulness in this 
period was punishable as in the case of 
an unfaithful wife. Mary’s condition, 
however, was not through unfaithfulness, 
but through a sovereign, creative work 
of the Holy Spirit. This, however, Joseph 
did not know. 

Verse 19.—“. . . Joseph . . . was minded 
to put her away privily.” Try to im- 
agine the grief, the disappointment, the 
chagrin of Joseph, and how he was 
swayed between anger and kindly af- 
fection. Justice could demand the full- 
est penalty of the law, but loving-kind- 
ness called for more tender dealing. 

Verse 20.—*. . . the angel of the Lord 
appeared ...in a dream .. . fear not 

. . that which is conceived in her is 
of the Holy Ghost.” Being addressed 
as “son of David” would recall to Joseph 
the Messianic promises. This is the first 
intimation to Joseph that Mary was the 
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chosen vessel of God for this miracu- 
lous birth. : 

Verse 21.—“. . . thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall save his peo- 
ple from their sins.” Only by divine 
revelation could it be known that the 
unborn child was a “son.” The name, 
while not uncommon, was significant— 
Jehovah Saviour. Notice the ethical 
nature of the promised salvation. An 
“illegitimate” child would be a poor 
candidate for such a lofty ministry. 

Verse 22.—“. . . that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken of the Lord 
.. . Read “all this is come to pass” 
with A.S.V. The angel still is speaking, 
giving Joseph the added assurance of 
the word of prophecy. 

Verse 23.—“Behold, a virgin shall be 
with child . . . Emmanuel . . God 
with us.” This New Testament usage of 
Isaiah 7:14 ought to have constituted 
overwhelming authority for the transla- 
tors of the new R.S.V., to save them from 
their very weak rendering of that an- 
cient prophecy. Only a doctrinal bias 
could have closed their minds to this 
authority and induced them to put 
“young woman” instead of “virgin.” It 
is the virgin-born who is “God with us.” 

Verse 24.—“Joseph . did as the 
angel ... had bidden him .. .” Notice 
the promptness of Joseph’s obedience, 
and imagine the joyous relief to his 
mind, coupled with an awesome wonder, 

Verse 25.—“. . . and he called his name 
JESUS.” Not only did Joseph obey in 
marrying Mary, hut he obeyed in as- 
suming the paternal prerogative with 
respect to the child. He named_ the 
child, as the angel had told him to do. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Perhaps there is more relation between 
the two \sections of our lesson than at 
first appears. The last five Psalms be- 
gin and end with Hallelujah, and so 
constitute the second Hallel, the first 
being Psalms 113 to 118. The second 
group belongs to the Restoration period, 
when the Temple destroyed by Nebu- 
chadnezzar was rebuilt. The Septuagint 
(Greek) version ascribes three of them 
to Haggai and Zechariah, the prophets 
of that period. It was fitting, indeed, 
that the worship of the restored Temple 
should contain a great paean of praise. 

The Psalm of our lesson contemplates 
the praises of God in Heaven (v. 1) 
and on earth (v. 7). All that inhabit 
beth regions are summoned to join the 
praise. Reason is given for this. The 
heavenlies, and their hosts, are invited to 
praise the Lord for His work as creator 
and sustainer of all things (vs. 5,6). The 
praises of the inhabitants of the earth are 
to rise because of the excellency of the 
Lord’s name, as revealed in His special 
dealings with His chosen people. This 
immediately touches the redemptive 
work of God, and certainly anticipates 
a larger deliverance than Israel’s restora-

tion from the Babylonian captivity, and 
a better drawing nigh (v. 14) than Is- 
rael ever knew. 

This great burst of praise, then, has 
a deep prophetic significance. It looks 
for Him who alone can take all dishar- 
monies out of creation, by whom God 
will “reconcile all things unto himself 
.. . whether they be things in earth, or 
things in heayen” (Col. 1:20). Our sec- 
ond portion tells of His coming into the 
world to accomplish the great redemp- 
tion. It is in Christ that Heaven and 
earth meet. At His birth the herald 
angels sang of glory in the highest and 
peace on earth (Luke 2:14). On the 
cross the great reconciliation was made, 
and His work will be consummated 
when Heaven and earth are one, and 
the final, endless Hallel breaks from the 
impassioned lips of saints and angels. 
With our eyes on the manger, and the 
cross, and the throne, we can sing our 
Hallelujah’ chorus with more under- 
standing and more meaning than did 
those who rejoiced in the re-establish-

Topics for Development 

The Virgin Birth, In many quarters 
the virgin birth of Christ is either re- 
jected or considéred nonessential. We 
cannot here argue a doctrine to which 
whole volumes are devoted. But a few 
suggestions may be in order. 

1. The virgin birth is an integral part 
of the record of our Lord’s incarnation. 
Nowhere can we discover any trace of 
its being an appendage, added or in- 
woven, or in any way superimposed 
upon the narrative. 

2. It is related with the same sim- 
plicity and restraint that characterizes 
the whole story. There is no “build- 
ing up” of this particular item, as is 
always the case when something has 
to be “put across.” 

3. The virgin birth is primarily a mat- 
ter of record, and only secondarily a 
question of doctrine. The record has all 
the marks of sincerity and truth. We 
have the witness of the two people 
chiefly concerned in it, and there is per- 
fect agreement, although given from two 
very different. points of view. Matthew 
gives us Joseph’s story, and Luke gives 
us Mary’s stofy, and in each case it 
is chaste, simple, and completely free 
from the element of argument. 

The whole thing boils down to the 
truth of the record, and the trustworthi- 
ness of the witness. The stamp of truth, 
so clear in the whole record of the Gos- 
pels, extends to this portion also, and the 
only ground on which the virgin birth 
can be rejected is a prior rejection of 
miracle.- But those who reject the vir- 
gin birth have still to aceount for the 
miracle of the man, Christ Jesus. This 
they have not successfully done. 


Practical Applications 

Let the amazing order of the Psalms 
teach us that spiritual worship ‘Ys not 
formless and chaotic, but orderly and 
thoughtful. 

The great word “Hallelujah” needs to 
be réstored to our vocabulary, but see 
that it is used with understanding. 

Let us join in the praises of earth now 
if we expect to join the choir of Heaven 
later. 

It is not enough to hold the doctrine 
of the virgin birth, but one must also 
worship the virgin-born Son of God. 

The high privilege of Mary and Joseph 
was tempered with suffering, and suf- 
fering is still the price of the high priv- 
ilege of a living relationship with Christ.

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The Busy Men's Corner

“Let thenmt praise the name of the 
Lord...” (Psa. 148:13).—Kings of the 
earth, and all people; princes, and all 
judges of the earth: both young men, and 
maidens; old men, and children, are all 
called upon to praise the name of the 
Lord. 

A name connotes character—hence the 
Lord is to be praised by all for what He 
is in Himself. And verse 5 of this Psalm 
States, “He commanded, and they were 
created.” As Creator of this marvelous 
universe, He is worthy of praise. 

It is deplorable that many preachers, 
authors, and educators not only refuse 
to praise the name and work of the Lord, 
but also exert a powerful influence over 
others to restrain them from offering 
praise, 

Take a man like Professor Einstein, 
for example. A few years ago he wrote: 
“The ethical behavior of man requires 
no support from religion. Man's plight 
would indeed be sad if he had to be 
kept in order through fear of punish- 
ment. and hopes of reward after death.” 
Again, he said that he had discovered 
no “hitching post” in the universe—no 
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God like the loving, providential deity 
of the Bible! 

Although the learned professor did not 
find God—because he sought Him not 
by faith—myriads of lesser personages 
have found Him, and gladly praise Him. 

Not all professors are atheists. The 
great scientist Kepler not only studied 
the stars but also the God of the stars; 
and said, “I believe in divine help and 
have ever besought God to help me suc- 
ceed.” 

Oliver 
said: 

Lord of all being, throned afar, 

Thy glory fiemes from sun and star: 

Center and soul of every sphere, 

Yet to each loving heart how near! 

“See how the psalmist trumpets out 
the word, ‘Praise!’ It sounds forth nine 
times in the first five verses of this 
song. Like minute guns, exultant ex- 
hortations are sounded forth in tremen- 
dous force—Praise! Praise! Praise! 
The drum of the great King beats round 
the world with this one note—Praise! 
Praise! Praise! Again they say, ‘Hallelu- 
jah’ ... Pour it forth before Him in 
full volume; pour it only there!” (C. H. 
Spurgeon.) 

The following portion of our lesson 
gives us our greatest reason for prais- 
ing God, viz.: the unspeakable gift of 
His love—the Lord Jesus Christ! 


“And she shall bring forth a son... 
Jesus . . .” (Matt. 1:21)—A Christian 
friend of mine who is a schoolteacher 
said she was most unexpectedly asked 
while at school the significance of the 
name Jesus. She was so surprised at 
being asked such a question in such a 
place that she haltingly said, “Well, I 
know the name means ‘Saviour.’” Yes, 
it means that and more. Its meaning in 
the Hebrew language is “Jehovah the 
Saviour.” 

“He shall save his people from their 
sins.” The expression “his people” re- 
fers, in the first instance, to “the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel,” as He Him- 
self said in Matthew 15:24. But after 
His resurrection, He commissioned His 
disciples to “go . . . into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture.” 

When “they that were’ of the circum- 
cision” contended with Peter for going 
to the Gentiles, he “rehearsed the mat- 
ter from the beginning,” and “when they 
heard these things, they held their peace, 
and glorified God, saying, Then hath God 
also to the Gentiles granted repentance 
unto life.” See Acts 11. 

Commenting on the expression, “he 
shall save,” Dr. David Brown says: 
“The ‘he’ is here emphatic. He it is that 
shall save, He personally, and by per- 
sonal acts.” It is not by Law-keeping 
that salvation is experienced. “Salva- 
tion is of the Lord.” All the glory of 
saving a person belongs to the Lord 
Jesus. He died for our sins and rose

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for our justification. Whosoever will 
may now be saved. 

I have just read a newspaper account 
of the visit of Joan Winmill to Chicago. 
She is the actress who had lead roles 
as comedienne and ingenue in a dozen 
English films. 

Disillusioned, on the verge of a nerv- 
ous breakdown, and contemplating sui- 
cide, she was taken by friends to one 
of Billy Graham’s rallies in London. 
She heard him talk on suicide, and re- 
called that he said: “You can kill the 
body, but the soul lives on. The long- 
ings and frustrations will continue.” It 
was there she found the Lord Jesus as 
her personal Saviour and as one who 
concerns Himself about her personal 
problems, 


“Behold, a virgin . . . shall bring forth 
a son...” (Matt. 1:23).—One good thing 
resulting from the discussions regarding 
the newly published Bible, was the fact 
that the original text of Matthew 1:23 
contains the Greek word for virgin in 
it. Hence all who believe the New Tes- 
tament must believe in the virgin. birth 
of the Saviour. But there is more in 
the text. . The name Emmanuel inter- 
preted means “God with us.” In Jesus 
Christ we have very man and very God! 
Apart frem His sinlessness and deity, He 
could not be our Saviour. 

We can sing Christmas carols with- 
out entering into the precious fact that 
the Babe born in Bethlehem was none 
other than “God .. . manifest in... 
flesh.” 

May the Lord make this Christmas 
season one in which many unsaved per- 
sons will accept God’s unspéakable gift; 
and many saved persons will heed the 
148th Psalm by offering praise and 
thanksgiving to Him because “his name 
alone is excellent; and his glory is above 
the earth. and heaven.”

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through the ages have been stirred by 
the miracle of the Virgin Birth, whom 
would you say felt the deepest emo- 
tions? Who had the most at stake? 
My thought is that it was Joseph, -who 
had fallen in love with Mary and was 
engaged to marry her. Imagine his con- 
sternation and distress when he learned 
that Mary was about to give birth to 
a child. Can you wonder that, although 
he loved her devotedly, he determined 
to have no more to do with her, but 
to “put her away,” for a Jewish engage- 
ment was practically as binding as mar- 
riage. But we are told in this first 
chapter of Matthew that Joseph was un- 
willing to make a public example of her, 
and was planning to dismiss her quietly 
and privately. 

Then a momentous thing took pace. The 
Angel of the Lord appeared to him in 
a dream and said, “Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to take unto thee Mary 
thy wife: for that which is conceived 
in her is of the Holy Ghost. And she 
shall bring forth a son, and thou shalt 
call his name JESUS: for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” Joseph, on 
awaking from that dream was assured 
that God had spoken to him; and doubt- 
less he remembered how God’s prophet, 
Isaiah, about 750 years before had said, 
“Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and 
bear a son, and shall call his name Im- 
manuel” (meaning “God with us”). And 
Joseph had faith to believe it was true. 
Little had he thought when reading that 
prophecy (doubtless many times) that 
in its fulfillment he would become the 
husband of the virgin upon whom such 
an honor would come, as to be the 
mother of the Saviour of the world. 
But he believed, and how blessed he 
was in believing! Joseph was the first 
believer in the deity of the child Jesus, 
to be followed by billions of other be- 
lievers down through the centuries 
which were to follow. It is the high 
privilege of you and me now to be 
among that number, and it brings to us 
the greatest of all blessings. 

It is nothing short of tragic folly to 
doubt the virgin birth of Jesus. Skep- 
tics apparently do not realize how in- 
consistent they are in this matter. They 
accept the fact of God’s creating Adam 
from the dust of the ground, and then 
Eve, with a rib from Adam's side: and 
though they are continually surrounded 
by millions of other miracles of crea- 
tion, yet they refuse to believe that God 
could create a babe in the womb of 
the Virgin Mary. 

What a gracious privilege it is that 
you and I on this glad anniversary can 
sing with the angels, “Glory to God 
in the highest,” and bow with the shep- 
herds and the Wise Men of old in hum- 
ble worship and adoration of the Prince 
of Peace, God’s Son, the Saviour of the 
world!

NCE, when Korea was a monarchy, 

there was a mission compound next 
to the royal palace in Seoul. Just be- 
fore Christmas, the young prince 
climbed up the wall and called: to the 
doctor in the clinic below, asking her 
if the missionaries would give him a 
“Jesus Birthday.” He meant that he 
wanted a Christmas celebration, but was 
not allowed to attend the Christmas 
program in the mission hall. ~The mis- 
sionary doctor promised they would, if 
he would first get them a small tree. 
He climbed down, went home, and or- 
dered a tree delivered to the compound. 
True to their promise, the doctor and 
her nurses decorated it with a few 
bright baubles which they had. At the 
specified time the prince climbed the wall 
once more and stood beside the deco- 
rated tree while they told him the story 
of Jesus’ birth, and then sang Christ- 
mas carols. The prince enjoyed this 
very much, and asked them before he 
left if he might take the tree, decorated 
as it was, and also their little red song- 
book. They gave these things to him, 
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and he departed very happy with his 
treasures, though the decorations were 
few and small and the songbook had no 
tunes in it, only the words. 

Later in the day the missionaries 
heard a dreadful noise coming over the 


wall. It was not exactly ing, nor 
the sound of fighting, but it did sound 
awful. Wanting to know what was go- 
ing on, the missionaries peeked through 
the wall and saw a funny sight. The 
young prince had lined his fat gentle- 
men-in-waiting along the wall, and they 
were peering into the little red book 
and doing their best to sing the songs 
of praise it contained, for the prince 
was saying, “The joyful noise is in that 
book, and you've got to get it out.” 
Poor men! They had no notes to go 
by and no song of praise in their hearts, 
so their noise certainly was not a joy- 
ful one. How .different with us! Be- 
cause we know Jesus as our Saviour we 
can always have a song of praise in our 
hearts. 

Today is our fifth and last lesson in 
this series from the Psalms, and I am 
glad that we close with a Psalm of 
praise. Turn to Psalm 148 and let us read 
the first eight verses. Here the psalmist 
is so full of praise that he calls on all 
creation to join him in it. As we read 
this Psalm, I want you girls on this 
side of the table to count tHe number 
of times the word “praise” occurs in 
these eight verses. You girls on the 
other side of the table, please list every 
single thing he calls on to praise the 
Lord. How many times did you find the 
word “praise”? (Ten times.) Good. Now 
let’s _have your list, please. (Angels, 
hosts, sun, moon, stars, heavens, waters, 
dragons, deeps, fire, hail, snow, vapours, 
stormy wind.) Thank you. In just 
these few verses the psalmist uses the 
word “praise” ten times, and calls on 
fourteen things to praise the Lord. Far- 
ther down in this Psalm he calls on all 
people everywhere to join in this praise, 

Now let us look at the reasons given 
for their praise: (1) Because God had 
created them (v. 5). (2) Because He 
maintains His creation (v, 6). (3) Be- 
cause His decrees will not pass away 
(v. 6). (4) Because of His glory (v. 13). 

We also have these same reasons for 
praising the Lord, haven’t we? We 
praise Him for His great work of crea- 
tion, which included ourselves (Psa. 
100:3). We praise Him that He is still 
“upholding all things by the word of his 
power” (Heb, 1:3). We praise Him be- 
cause His Word will not pass away 
(Luke 21:33). And we join with the 
angels, saying, “Glory to God in the 
highest.” 

But we have far more than this for 
which to praise God. We praise Him 
most of all that Christ ever came to our 
planet, that He who was God was yet 
willing to come to Bethlehem as the babe 
in the manger. ; 
Turn to Hebrews 1:3 and read whht it 
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says there about the Lord Jesus. (He 
is the brightness of God's glory.) Now 
read Hebrews 1:6. God told the angels 
to worship that holy Babe of Bethlehem. 
And we may be sure they did. This is 
one of the proofs that Jesus was God, 
for only God is to be worshiped. 

When the angel Gabriel announced the 
birth of Jesus to Mary, he said to her, 
“That holy -thing which shall be born 
of thee shall be called the Son of God” 
(Luke 1:35). 

An angel announced the bifth of Jesus 
to Joseph. Let us read the account of 
that in Matthew 1:18-25. To Joseph he 
revealed two’most important things: 
(1) That the holy Babe was to be called 
Jesus, because'He would save His people 
from their sins. (2) That He was to 
be called Emmanuel, which means “Goa 
with us.” 


When the angels told the shepherds 
of the birth of Jesus, he told them that

Topic and Scripture: 
The First Christmas (Matt. 1:18-25) 


F YOU have a flannel board, arrange 

a sky and earth background on the 
board. Place a manger in the cénter 
or at one side, depending on how the 
other figures faee. Place angels, sun, 
moon, and stars in the sky, and Bible 
people of. different ages on the earth, 
facing the manger. Read Psalm 148: 
1-3, 11-13. Several children in turn might 
stand by the board and read the verses, 
until the class catches the spirit of them. 
What a good Christmas carol that song 
from the Psalms would make! 

Do you know when angels did appear 
in the sky and praised the Lord so that 
even people heard them? (Luke 2:13, 14.) 
What were they praising the Lord for? 
It seemed very, very wonderful to the 
angels that God should send His own Son 
out of the glory of Heaven to go down 
onto a bad, sinful earth to save people 
who did not love Him. And what a 
strange thing, too—that the great Son 
of God should go down there and be born 
as a little baby! Though Joseph took 
Mary for his wife, and took care of the 
little ‘baby as a father would, the baby 
Jesus was not Joseph’s own baby boy. 
God sent an angel to Joseph in a dream 
one night before the baby was born so 
Joseph would know just whose baby it 
was, and how special He was. Joseph 
was told what to name the baby and 
why: “Thou shalt call his name JESUS: 
for he shali save his people from! their 
sins” (Matt. 1:21, Memory Verse). 

The first Christmas there were no loud 
songs of praise on earth around the 
manger. Only a few on earth knew 
God’s secrets about the baby Saviour. 
But did they praise Him?. Mary (Luke 
1:46, 47); Zacharias (vs. 67-69); shep- 
herds (2:20); Simeon (vs. 25, 28-32); 
Anna (vs. 36-38); Wise Men (Matt. 2:11). 
If you have appropriate figures for them, 
place,each on the flannel board as a 
pupil reads the verses. 

Can you praise Him? Place figures of 
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modern children near the manger. Why? 
Has He saved you from your own sins? 
All you have to do is ask Him, because 
He has already died and taken the pun- 
ishment for them. Quote Psalm 86:5. If 
you were not here when we made our 
books about being forgiven, you ask 
your best friend here to share his or hers 
with you this week. You will feel like 
“All of my burdens went roll- 
ing away . .. down at*the Saviour’s 
cross. Peace like a river came into my 
heart . . . down at the Saviour’s cross. 
Joy like a fountain sprang up in my 
heart .. . down at the Saviour’s cross.” 4 

Is He a Saviour just for us? Add 
figures of foreign children or people. 
And some day we will:hear the angels 
and all people everywhere praising Him 
as John did. Read Revelation 5:11-13. 

Usually Christmas Sunday has so many 
special things, there is not much time 
for class period. But if there is time, 
and pupils want to make another gift 
book of a Psalm, the verses of Psalm 
148 used in class may be made up into 
a book for the pastor, illustrated by. pic- 
tures Of angels and people cut from old 
Christmas cards. Should the class wish 
to remember the pianist, the same may 
be used with verses from Psalm. 150 
added. Some children might like to 
make a book at home for Mother, and 
add a mother’s praise from Luke 1:46, 47, 
or for Father and add a father’s praise 
from Luke 1:68, 69. 

Teach the children to give each book- 
let with prayer that God’s Word may be 
a blessing, as Isaiah 55:10, 11 promises. 
And we will be praying that the words 
the children have passed on may bring 
harvest in their lives, too.

ID you read about the two women 

who were looking at a Nativity 
scene in a downtown window? With 
disdain the one exclaimed: “Now would 
you look at that! They’re even drag- 
ging religion into Christmas!’ 

“Dragging religion into Christmas.” 
Indeed! What ever has happened to us 
in America? Somehow, we who love 
the Saviour of the world have allowed 
His natal day (or rather, the day set 
aside to honor His birth) to become a 
commercialized jamboree. Shame on us! 
Not only have we sat on the side lines 
—we have taken an active part in its 
awfulness. 

A few years ago three Christian work- 
ers, having been ‘persuaded by the Holy 
Spirit that this wholesale gift exchange 
was not pleasing to the Lord, decided to 
do something about it. And they did. 
They determined to “put Christ into 
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Christmas.” Since that time it has been 
refreshing to see that merchants, cham- 
bers of commerce in various cities, Ro- 
man Catholics, have likewise taken up 
the phrase. How did the Christian 
workers practice their decision? They 
wrote to all their friends and explained 


their feeling in the matter. Then they. 


suggested that this year they would ap- 
preciate it if their friends, instead of 
giving to them, would send that same 
amount of money to missions, a mission- 
ary, or some Christian work. They 
themseves would do likewise. This, they 
felt, would be a definite way of honor- 
ing Him whose birth we honor. Their 
friends welcomed the suggestion. Now 
it has become tradition. Nor would 
they want to return to the previous mad 
rush of shopping endless hours for gifts 
that were certainly not needed. 


Surely it is high time that we as 
Christian leaders set a high standard 
for the children committed to our care. 
Search your own heart, Teacher. What 
does Christmas mean to you?

A Scripture Distribution Campaign 
in Africa 

N JANUARY, 1955, the Pocket Testa- 

ment League will launch the greatest 
Scripture distribution campaign of its 
career—taking the Word of God to Af- 
rica, 

The growing spirit of nationalism, 
while it finds peaceful avenues of ex- 
pression in some parts of Africa, has 
broken out in other places in such terri- 
fying forms as the Mau Mau raids. The 
desire of the African for self-government 
is producing angry clashes between Eu- 
ropean rulers and native Africans. These 
clashes are becoming more and more fre- 
quent. 

In addition to the crushing political 
problems, Africa faces problems arising 
from widespread poverty, hunger, and 
disease. Expert observers—both white 
and black—voice strong fears that Af- 
rica’s problems may prove too much for 
her—that they m&y burst suddenly into 
a wild, continent-wide rebellion of black 
against white. If this happens, they say, 
the white man will be driven into the 
sea and Africa will lapse back into its 
centuries-old darkness. 

Communist agitators are already tak- 
ing advantage of the unrest in Africa to 
spread their malicious propaganda. The 
Communist Timetable for World Con- 
quest, revealed in May, 1954, to the 
United States Congress, states that the 
Communists plan to. gain control of 
Africa through revolution. 

The ‘Pocket Testament League cam- 
paign has been urgently requested_by 
mission leaders as a vital supplement 
to the mission work now being carried 
on. Millions of Africans remain un- 
reached by “the Gospel. Time is run- 
ning out in Africa. With ordinary mis- 
sionary methods it would take years to 
reach these people. Only mass evange- 
lism and mass Scripture distribution can 
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do the job that must be done in Africa 
in the time that is left.

The Victorious Life. A Guide Book 
for Victorious Living. By William S. 
Deal. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $2.) This book is likely 
to disappoint many who, encouraged by 
its title to expect a practical devotional 
treatise on the deeper life, will find 
instead in its pages a_very superficial 
treatment of sacred things. No one will 
quarrel with the author’s emphasis on 
the importance of prayer, Bible reading, 
and perseverance in living the Christian 
life, but many will find his handling of 
these themes something less than satis- 
fying. With such a worthy subject as 
the author has chosen, it is to be re- 
gretted that he spends a whole chapter 
on “What Our Présidents Have Said 
About the Bible,” giving a series of un- 
related quotations, which have at best 
only the most indirect relevance to the 
author’s major thesis, Another chapter, 
entitled ‘Great Men Who Have Read 
the Bible,” is merely a listing of his- 
toric names, with a phrase or two de- 
scribing each individual. 

The book abounds in unsubstantiated 
statements and traditions, which are pre- 
sented as Gospel truth. The section on 
suffering catalogues the names of Chris- 
tian leaders who have suffered for their 
faith, but the author makes no distinc- 
tion between stories based on mere tra- 
dition and those which have solid his- 
torical foundation. The nature of the 
death of each of the apostles is given 
in detail, as though all of this had been 
fully substantiated. Mr. Deal claims, 
without offering any proof, that Genesis 
1:1 may be translated, “In the beginning 
Father and Son created the heaven and 
the earth” (p. 68). He describes Enoch’s 
translation by saying that he walked 
with God “three hundred years without 
a break, and was such a blessed soul 
in communion that God couldn’t get 
away froin him, so had to take him home 
with Him” (p, 45). Is anything really 
gained by going beyond Scripture in 
such a case as this? In discussing Luke 
17: 34-36, the author claims that the two 
men in one bed represent the western 
hemisphere, the two women grinding 
represent the Orient at daybreak, and 
the two men in the field represent the 
full day, although passing toward eve- 
ning, in China and the Far East! (p. 74.) 
And all this is offered, not as an hypoth- 
esis, nor yet as an interesting idea, but 
as a proof of the scientific trustworthi- 
ness of the Bible! 

Mr. Deal apparently. does not believe 
He Says, 
“We have only one hope of Heaven; 
namely, to practice.the injunction of 
Jude, ‘Keep yourselves in the love of 
God’ (Jude 21).” And again, “Those 
who know the Lord have hope of eter-

the end of life” (pp. 116, 117). What 
possible sense can there be in such a 
statement as, “While the Bible warns 
against backsliding, it by no means en- 
courages it”? (p. 116.) The author holds 
that the man described in Romans 7 is 
unregenerate, and that the warning in 1 
John 1:8 is not for Christians, but for the 
unsaved. Of lesser importance than 
these criticisms, but worthy of mention 
none the less, is the abundance of typo- 
graphical and grammatical errors found 
here. They give the impression that 
the book has been carelessly written and 
edited. 

There is much in the book with which 
all believers will agree, but it is so 
mixed with half-truths and traditions, 
and with secondary and_ superficial 
things, that the result is a very unre- 
liable “Guide Book to Victorious Living.”

“You may give without loving but you cannot love without giving.’ 
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The Gospel in Ezekiel. By Thomas 
Guthrie. (Zondervan Pub. House, Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $2.95.) The famed 
preacher of Edinburgh, noted for his 
pulpit ministry during the nineteenth 
century (he was born in 1803 and died 
in 1873), started his writing career with 
this book. Here, in a reprint edition, 
are twenty-two Gospel messages based 
on words found in Ezekiel 36: 16-36. The 
familiar subjects of sin, salvation, justi- 
fication, the new life, the blessedness of 
the saints, and the security of the be- 
liever are among those treated-in Dr. 
Guthrie’s gifted style. The outlines of 
these messages could be the outlines of 
almost any preacher. But the sermons 
themselves far surpass the quality of the 
utterances of most preachers. No 
writer of classic stature has written bet- 
ter lines than are to be found, page 
after page, in this book. Thomas Guth- 
rie, writing on meaner themes and for 
lesser ends than the Gospel of Christ 
and the Salvation of men might well 
have made a place for himself among 
the worldly literary greats, such is the 
distinctive literary quality of his work. 
Artful allusions to every realm of nature, 
skilled use of the knowledge of varied 
human experiences and emotions, apt 
reference to and quotation of the Scrip- 
tures, and helpful illustrations from his- 
tory, combined with Christian fervor 
and compassion, and clothed in eloquent 
expression, are the ingredients of these 
uplifting sermons that must have been 
a joy to hear and, certainly, are a de- 
light to read. 


Good News in Bad Times. By J. Ed- 
win Ofr. (Zondervan Pub. House, Grand 


Rapids 2, Mich., $3.50.) The author has 


been used of the Lord in revival and 


evangelistic meetings all over the world.’ 


His previous books have thrilled and 
challenged many readers with stories of 
past stirrings of the Spirit among all 
kinds of people. In more recent years, 
and until now, revival movements have 
again been taking place, and Dr. Orr 
has witnessed them, many times as the 
leader and some times as an observer. 
In this volume he gives us their history. 
It is refreshing to read of the revival 
of Christians and the salvation of sinners 
in the colleges of our land and in Holly- 
wood circles. It is encouraging to read 
of the revival among the clergy, par- 
ticularly as the result of the ministry 
of Armin Gesswein, the Lutheran pastor 
used of God to stir up many preachers 
of various denominations. It is heart- 
warming to read of Billy Graham’s min- 
istry in the United States and abroad, 
the Youth for Christ organization and 
its widespread influence, and the work 
of Evangelist Mervin Rosell, as re- 
corded in interésting accounts that are 
often intimately firsthand because of the 
author’s connection with these move- 
ments, sometimes as a forerunner pre- 
paring the way, and sometimes as a 
participant in campaigns as a member 
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of the evangelistic teams. Except for 
occasional slaps at “fighting fundamen- 
talists,” Dr. Orr’s book can be heartily 
recommended as one that is not only 
worth reading, but one that ought to 
be read by all professing Christians and 
non-Christians alike. . 


Christmas. An American Annual of 
Christmas Literature and Art; Vol; 24. 
Edited by Randolph E. Haugan. (Augs- 
burg Pub. House, Minneapolis 15; $1.25, 
paper; $2.50, cloth.) “The Carolers,” a 
beautiful Kodachrome picture of three 
lovely young women singers, is the very 
attractive cover, of this 1954 Christmas 
Annual. The back cover, also a Koda- 
chrome, shows a view of St. Olaf Col- 
lege, with five youthful skiers in the 
foreground. Between the covers is a 
wide variety of very interesting and at- 
tractive Christmas articles and stories, 
Christmas poetry, music, and art. The 
Christmas story, text from St. Luke and 
St. Matthew, is illustrated with six full- 
page paintings. An illustrated article 
on “The Bronze Doors of Ghiberti” gives 
a thrilling story of one of the many mar- 
velous records in art of the Nativity 
story as portrayed in these remarkable 
bronze doors fashioned during the Ren- 
aissance by the famous artist in Flor- 
ence, Italy. Christmas customs as found 
in Norway, England, Switzerland, Swe- 
den, and Denmark, are described and 
attractively illustrated. An appeal is 
made in another article to consider “our 
wild Christmas trees,” with lovely black- 
and-white drawings of the spruce and 
balsam fir, the Alpine firs and moun- 
tain hemlocks, the limber pine of Glacier 
Park, the Ponderosa’ pine, the Douglas 
fir, and others. “Canadian Yuletide,” a 
water color by Garnet Hazard, is a pic- 
ture that some may wish to frame. The 
articles on “Christmas Tree Lights and 
Ornaments” and “Royal Christmas Trees” 
are very interesting; and the old Christ- 
mas hymns wiil be welcomed by music 
lovers. The picture-story, “Home for 
Christmas,” depicting in a number of 
quaint little sketches the experiences of 
an old-fashioned Christmas, will be thor- 
oughly enjoyed by everyone. Grace 
Noll Crowell’s poem, “For God So Loved 
the World,” and the very touching little 
story of “Annaliese’s Christmas Wish” 
give the real Christmas message with an 
emphasis on the birth of Christ our 
Saviour and His presence in our hearts 
“to stay.” This year’s Annual is “a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever,” and 
will be appreciated as a Christmas re- 
membrance by all who have an artistic 
nature.

Anni. Hastily waking the children, she 
herded them out into the woods. The 
escape seemed a miracle as did also 
strength for the endless 'walk to Korn- 
rade Hospital to join Hans, husband and 
father, who had taken sick baby Lenie 
thither.

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little ones who ask questions about God, 
but many times even they do not know 
what to say when they are asked, How 
do we know God loves us; I wonder 
what the world would be like without 
the sun; How can little seeds grow to 
make big plants; Did God make dogs 
when He made the world; Suppose the 
tide doesn’t go out again; How do the 
birds all know where to go and what 
song to sing? Certainly those who do 
not know the Lord and His Word need 
help, and oftentimes want help, in teach- 
ing their. young children about the 
Heavenly Father.. There are forty-six 
pages of pictures, intimate conversations, 
and childish verse that will be a great 
help and inspiration both to parents and 
children, as well as to all those who 
have anything to do with the training 
of little folks. The book measures

Eight groups, of seven stories each, make 
up this beautiful volume of picture 
stories on the life of Christ: Jesus Came, 
Stories Jesus Told, Jesus the Healer, 
People Jesus Met, Jesus the Shepherd, 
Jesus and His Friends, Followers of 
Jesus, and Adventure for Jesus. Each 
story, just one page long, is illustrated, 
on the facing page, by a lovely, full- 
color picture. The colors are soft and 
beautifully blended. At the end of each 
story, in italic type, is the Bible verse upon 
which the story is based. The stories 
are told in simple language, and the type 
is large and clear. While the stories 
are all based on Bible facts, the miracles, 
bodily resurrection of Christ, the As- 
cension, and other precious events in 
His life all being clearly and faithfully 
related, it could be desired that there 
might have been a little stronger em- 
phasis on the primary mission of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to this earth—the 
redemption of all mankind—instead of 
the more frequent impressions that are 
given—that His mission was to be kind 
and good and helpful in regard to the 
physical needs of those He met. His” 
human name “Jesus” is used throughout, 
although there is no indication of -Mod- 
ernism in this very attractive Bible story 
book for children.

For those who desire a clearer under- 
Standing, of the Word of God, and espe- 
cially those who hav@a desire to’ wit- 
ness to the Jews, the book will indeed 
prove to be of much help. It contains 
illustrations that aid greatly in an un- 
derstanding of events of long ago and 
of the present day, in the carrying out 
of feasts by orthodox Jews. 


Mr. Mailman. By Jene Barr. (Albert 
Whitman & Co.; Chicago 6; $1.25.) When 
Mr. Mailman comes around, Father and 
Mother often get letters, but there is 
never a letter for Peter. Then the little 
boy makes a discovery—in order to re- 
ceive letters, one must write them. So 
Peter writes a letter to Grandma, an- 
other to Uncle Will, and a third to Aunt 
Hilda in Holland. By train, plane, and 
boat the letters speed away. And, one 
happy day, three answers arrive all at 
the same time. 

Large print and short sentences make 
this book a reader supplement and the 
illustrations are in themselves a study 
course for tots.

Following each ireading are 
two or three very short related Bible 
texts. Then comes a simple prayer of 
thanksgiving or penitence. The purpose 
of the pretty volume is to help the child 
become acquainted with God. 


Once the Mullah. By Alice Geer Kel- 
sey. (Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., New 
York 3; $2.50.) Sometimes exhibiting the 
wisdom of Allah and at other times act- 
ing more of the nitwit than his old don- 
key—such was Mullah Nasr-ed-Din of 
ancient Persia. It was really remarkable 
how said donkey’s hee-hawing helped to 
sell the pomegranates, but the Mullah got 
the worst of it when he tried to get even 
with the beast. for stealing his coat. 
Again more than mortal wisdom was 
granted when, made to redeem his prom- 
ise to sell the donkey, the Mullah tied 
her, tail to tail, with his cat and offered 
the latter for a fabulous sum.

outstanding feature is the array of full- 
page pictures in colors so rich that the 
detail may be seen clear across a room. 
There are 122 stories ranging in Biblical 
order from Adam to Paul. These are 
grouped in eight sections, that on “The 
Parables and Teachings of Jesus” being 
the longest. Some of these last are per- 
sonalized, the coin being lost by Miriam 
and the good seed sown by Reuben. 

No two authors would choose alike 
from the wealth of Bible narratives such 
as are most suitable for children. So 
it is not strange, perhaps, that the Crea- 
tion is bypassed, also the Books of Ruth 
and Judges. The child, Samuel, is omit- 
ted because the second section, “From 
Egypt to the Promised Land,” is fol- 
lowed immediately by the third, “David, 
Shepherd Boy and King.” Parent- 
readers may wish to explain God’s re- 
jection of Cain’s offering, and many will 
not agree with the reason the author 
gives as to why Uzzah was slain while 
steadying the ark. Much emphasis is 
placed on our Lord’s virgin birth, the 
entire Magnificat and Nune Dimittis be- 
ing included. Christ's bodily resurrec- 
tion is also clearly stated, though His 
sacrificial death is allowed only the com- 
ment of Britain’s famous hymn, “There 
Is a Green Hill.” Scripture quotations 
are from the Authorized Version, but 
simplified for children.

Great Joy to All Men ’ 
(Luke 2:1-14)

OST folks in Christian lands look 
upon Christmas as a time of joy. 
Even those who do not consider the Lord 
Jesus as the Son of God, or who are 
unwilling. to accept Him as their .Sav- 
iour, borrow, as it were, at Christmas 
time from believing Christians a sense 
of joy and gladness and enter into the 
giving of gifts and meeting with friends 
and loved ones with a realization that 
the Christmas season is‘a time of joy. 
But those of us who really know the 
Lord Jesus Christ as our Saviour will 
not be satisfied with what Dr. Graham 
Scroggie calls “merely an inward 
chuckle.” To us the Christmas season 
should be a time of great joy, and we 
shall do well, on this Sunday evening 
just before Christmas, to examine the 
records and see why our hearts should 
be filled to overflowing, as we remember, 
think about, and sing about the birth of 
the Lord Jesus Christ that the angels 
proclaimed to the shepherds so long ago 
as “good tidings of great joy.” 
se 
It was not merely the birth of a baby 
that the angels described on that first 
Christmas night as “good tidings of great 
joy.” Aebaby’s birth is usually a joy- 
ous occasion, but there were doubtless 
many other babies born in Judea that 
same night. The very fact that the 
shepherds had to be given specific in- 
structions as to how they might identify 
this particular’ One would indicate that 
there were others. Yet none of\them 
but this particular One merited the an- 
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while the shepherds watched. Their re- 
joicing had to do with the birth of a 
particular Child, and the news that they 
brought is called “good tidings,” or, bet- 
ter perhaps, “good news” of great joy. 
oe 

It was a “great joy” that was not to 
be limited to the shepherds, and not 
even to Israel. It was “for all the peo- 
ple.” And this truth is reflected in the 
inspired words of Simeon when he later 
took the infant Lord Jesus in his arms 
and blessed God and spoke of this Babe 
as the “salvation, which thou hast pre- 
pared before the face of all people; a 
light to lighten the Gentiles, and the 
glory of thy people Israel” (Luke 2: 
30-32). This was the one through whom 
all nations of earth were to be blessed. 


The angelic messenger that appeared 
to the shepherds made clear to them 
also why his Good News was “of great 
joy.” _The one whose birth he pro- 
claimed was a “Saviour.” He was not 
merely to grow up to be a good person 
or an example. He was not to be merely 
a healer, or a great preacher. He was 
to be “a Saviour”’—one who would ‘not 
only show men how they should live, 
but who would one day take upon Him 
their sins and, standing in their place, 
take the blow of God’s righteous judg- 
ment so that they might go free and 
live acceptably to God. It was this 
Saviour that Mary recognized in the 
words of her Magnificat (Luke 1:47), 
and of whom she spoke as having been 
long promised to her forefathers, to 
Abraham and to his seed ‘(v. 55). 

se 

But there was more in the aigel’s 
message. He not only proclaimed the 
birth of a babe and the birth of a Say- 
iour, but he’ announced that this Sav- 
iour was “Christ the Lord.” “Christ,” 
or “the Anointed One,” is the Greek 
equivalent of “Messiah.” He was to be 
anointed with the Holy Spirit as 
Prophet, Priest, and King. Both Peter 
and Paul say of Him, “God hath made

PraYER SuGcesTions: “His name shall 
be called . . . The Prince of Peace.” 
This is only one of the 117 names and 
titles given to Christ in the Scriptures. 
All these titles present the divine nature 
of Christ, His character, offices, and 
work. “Prince of Peace” makes us aware 
of His coming Kingdom. For this honor 
for the once-despised Jesus, all should 
daily pray.

A UNIQUE GREEK MISSIONARY 


In a certain section of Greece there 
is one figure that is familiar to all. An 
old man of 76, almost blind, whom they 
call the “Evangelist on the Donkey.” 
His real name is Prodromos Fotiades, an 
untiring distributor of tracts, Bibles, 
and Testaments. One day as he entered 
a village with his saddlebags full of 
Gospel literature, he was set upon by 
a crowd of young and old who demanded 
the Word of God. As they began to see 
that there would not be enough Bibles 
to go around, they fell upon the little 
donkey. and helped themselves. The 
old man was helpless in the face of their 
attack—but seeing their spiritual hunger 
preached unto them Christ and Him cru- 
cified. He promised to be back with 
more literature, after he had made the 
need known to us in America and. re- 
ceived a response., 

He is extremely poor, with a wife, a 
daughter and three grandchildren to 
support. Recently an enemy of the Gos- 
pel took advantage of his poverty by 
offering him poisoned fruit to eat. The 
old man and his wife nearly died. 

And now he is to be tried still further 
in the courts of Berea, that ancient city 
where the people daily searched the 
Scriptures to, know the truth of the 
Gospel. The Greek Orthodox Church 
likes to call evangelizing *“proselytiz- 
ing,” and persecute those who spread the: 
Gospel. We must rally to his defense 
with legal help, that the work of the 
Lord through him may not be hindered 
but have free course. Would you not 
like to have this old warrior of the Cross 
as your personal missionary in the land 
of Greece? Even if you wen yourself, 
you. could not do what this wise old 
Greek can do to win his countrymen to 
Christ.

Prayer Svuccestions: “So Jesus had 
compassion on them, and touched their 
eyes: and immediately their eyes re- 
ceived sight, and they followed him.” 
This miracle performed by Christ re- 
veals the Lord’s kindness and grace to 
people compassed with infirmity. But 
in the opening of inner eyes to see the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ, 
we have a larger view of His compas- 
sion to us sinners. The blindness of 
the soul, so evident among all people, 
should move every Christian believer to 
pray for the miraculous opening of the 
eyes of millions who are blind spiritu- 
ally. Pray for the healing of the spiritu- 
ally blind in your community. 


Wed.—Luke 19:1-10. Seeking and Saving. 


Prayer Succestions: “The Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that which 
was lost.” The lost condition of men 
was always before the eyes of our Lord. 
He saw the dreadful meaning of that 
word, “perish,” which He put into John 
3:16. It is no cheap and temporary sal- 
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vation Christ offers to us sinners. His 
precious ‘blood was shed for the salva- 
tion of our sinful souls. Pray for the 
opening of new doors for Gospel presen- 
tation in Thailand. 


Thurs.—Romans 8:1-11. 
The Way to Freedom. 
Prayer Succestions: “The law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made 
me free from the law of sin and death.” 
Bondage to sin is real, ‘universal, and 
terrible. Attempts to obey the holy, 
just, and good Law of God reveal our 
appalling captivity to the “law of sin 
and death.” Self-deliverance’ is impos- 
sible. The only way to freedom is 
through the “law of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus.” Have you been made 
free? Pray that the unsaved people at- 
tending churches may have this experi- 
ence. 


Fri.—Matthew 1:18-25. 
The Birth of Jesus. 
PRAYER SuccEsTions: “Now the birth 
of Jesus Christ was on this wise.” No 
verse in the Bible speaks more clearly 
of the virgin birth of Christ than this. 
Matthew’s statement of this fact is un- 
dergirded by the prophecy of Isaiah (7: 
14), which predicts His human nature 
from a virgin mother, and His divine 
nature (“God with us”). The birth of 
Christ is of equal importance with the 
creation of the world. In fact, the Crea- 
tor came to be our Redeemer (John 
1:1, 14). Pray for a deeper experience 
of angelic joy over our Lord’s advent. 


Sat.—Luke 2:1-14. The Heavenly Chorus. 


PRAYER SuccestTions: “And suddenly 
there was with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host praising God, and 
saying, Glory to God’in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will toward 
men.” The joy of Heaven spilled over 
onto the earth when Jesus was born. The 
most joyful tidings in all the world are 
that God incarnate has become our Sav- 
iour. The one against whom all sins 
have been committed, Himself made the 
satisfactions for sin in His Son. Sing 
a new song back to Heaven by blending 
John 3:16 with Revelation 1:5. Pray for 
more awareness of God our Saviour this 
Christmas season. 


Sun.—Isaiah 7:14-16. “God With Us.” 

PRAYER SuccesTions: “A virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.” The dual nature 
of Christ is here announced by the 
Prophet Isaiah. The virgin’ Son is also 
Immanuel (“God with us”), as Matthew 
Says (1:23). Let all Christians awake 
to the appreciation of the person of 
Christ, and begin to honor Him as “God 

. manifest in the flesh.” Like Philip, 
many need to know that “he that hath 
seen me hath seen the Father” (see John 
14:6-14). Pray that more and more 
Christians in your congregation may 
seek to know Christ as God.
